soil,  w'ell  watered,  but  succeed  where  any  plants  will  grow.  Set  the 
bulbs  about  5 inches  deep  and  not  less  than  4 inches  apart.  If  ^et  in 
rows,  it  is  convenient  to  leave  space  enough  for  hoeing.  The  varieties 
vary  as  to  time  of  blooming.  By  taking  advantage  of  this  and  by  suc- 
cessive plantings,  the  lovely  blooms  may  be  had  from  late  June  until 
well  into  September.  In  this  latitude  the  bulbs  cannot  be  left  in  the 
ground  through  the  winter.
